Minifters. had. formerly “declared the 
danger of difcuffing theoretical doétrines, and’ of making 
litigious inquiries as 10 the rights of Government ; why 
then did they put him and others into this dilemma, 
that they mutt either be bound to. acknowledge that the 
Parliament has a ‘right’ to furrender its power, or elfe to 
deny that they have the power, and thus appear to 
countenance any future infurreStions which may arife ? 
Tt-was the duty of minifters to guard againit bringing

Was it, then, too much te fay, that the people of 
Ireland have not the power to furrender their inde- 
pendence ?~ Tue Right Hon. Gentleman oppofite to 


phim knew, that the people of Ireland would deny this 


power ia the Irith Houfe of Commons, and he believed 
the time would come when that Geotlemao would re- 
pent with forrow and bitternefs that he ‘had brought 
forward fuch a difcuflion, In his opinion, this propo- 
fed Union did not {trike at the root of the exifting evil. 
The Britifh Government had two enemies in Ireland, 
and thefe were poverty and ignorance; and the pro- 
jected Union, he contended, would not remove either 
of them. He himfelf was an  Irifhman, nor could he 
bear to have it imppred to the Irith as crimes, that 
they were poor or favage ; the fault lay with their Go- 
vernment,-pot with them. It was feen that Irifhmen 
in other cOufitries advanced in knowledge and circum- 
ftances equal with any other people; the fault . there- 
fore Ly in the Government of Ireland, and becaufe 
men of opulent fortunes there did not practife the duties 
incumbent oa thofe of great property. With regard to 
the Englith oppoiitioa, he little regarded the obloquy 
attempted ta be calt upon it, when a Noble Lord in 
another place ‘had faid, ‘hat party always included fac- 
tion, He, for one, refpected too much the principles 
of Rockingham, Burke, &c. to regard fuch groundlefs 
charges, nor would’ he tamely be accufed of being an 
enemy to his country, becaufe he was wowilling to be a 
partaker of its corruption. He trufted it would be 
found, that though the eppofition had lamented, in fi- 
lence, abufes which they could not remedy, that it was 
/not dead but only fleepeth, and that the ftandard of 
oppofition would again be unfurled at a favourable op- 
portunity, when, with effeé, it could hope to fecure the 
interefts of the country and the. conttitution. 
~ He continued to oppofe the motion in a long and e- 
loquent fpeech, and concluded by moving an amend- 
ment, the effe@ of which was, that the Houfe expref- 
fed its farprife and deep regret that the final adjuftment 
which took place of the matters in difcuflion between 
Great Britain and Ireland in 1782, and which the Par- 
“fiaments of ‘the two countries thought would have pro- 
duced the moft falutary effets and means of permanent 
happinefs, had. failed in its obje€t—and further, to ob- 
ferve, that fince the Houfe apprebends, from the terms 
of his Majefty’s Mef 
of his Majefty’s. Minifters to propofe an union with Lre- 
land, to deprecate fuch a meafure at this moment, and 
to. requeft that his. Majefty will be pleafed not to feek 
the counfels of thofe men.who had caufed fuch diftruft 
and difappointment both to this country and Ireland. 
‘ Mr Canwino fupported the original motion in a 
fpeech of fome length. With refpeét to the compari- 
fons made between-this meafure andthe forced incorpora- 
tions of France, he would defire Gentlemen to confider 
a moment what was.the.fituation of the countries which 
the had pretended to unite with herfelf. .Was there any 
fimilarity between them and her in point of manners, 
language, or political opinions? Was there any analogy 
between fuch difcordant connections, and one between 
two countries that were united already by tlie clofeft 
ties of.friendfhip, by blood, by the fame fpecies of go- 
vernment, both obeying the fame Sovereign, and fpeak+ 
ing the fame language? But was it on terms of promo- 
ting the common good of each nation, that France de- 
fired to incorporate other countries with her? Was it 
for the purpofe of bettering the condition of her new 
Members, and giving them commercial advantages, that 
the formed thefe connections? No: it was for the pur- 
ofes of confiscation and plunder. , 
The moft ftrenuous friends of reform in Iveland have 
frequently faid that they wanted only to be brought to 
a fituation nearer to that of Engle 
withed for a Britifh Conftitution in all its parts. But 
among all thofe pcople whom the French had fucked 
into the yortex. of her:defpotifm, there was not who 
wifhed for the conftitution offered to them. It was not 
therefore a fair way, to .characterife, by fach allufions, 
_the endeavours of one legiflature to communicate with 
another concerning the adoption of - meafures that tend- 
éd to promote domeftic tranquillity, and lafting fecuri- 
ty and happinefs. bb Ry ne eT il 
“The conduc of France in regard to Piedmont was 
marked by every fpecies of perfidy, injuftice, and rapa- 
city. Their barbarous cruelty was difplayed in’ an un- 
common degree, in tht laft-aét of that melancholy tra- 
gedy, when a beloved and valued monarch was driven 
from his throne and the place of his refidence, without 
even the flighteft cavfe; for no a& of his towards 
France, nor (to ufe the. language: of that country) for 
any crime agaiatt his people ; in thort, for no. other pre- 
tence but that France wanted his country, On'this oc- 
cafion, the unhappy monarch was compelled to fabmit 
to the laft act of degradation, when he dropped down 
on his knees, to intreat that his only fon might be per- 
mitted to go -along. with him ; he having been kept, 
for no other offence towards God and man, ‘but as an 
hoftage for the performance of the conditions impofed 
upon the father. 
Mr Jounes faw no neceflity for bringing forward the 
meafure, and thought that inftead of erufhing‘tebellion, 
it would have the very oppofite tendency. 
, Mr Pitt faid, the Honourable Gentleman, in bring- 
ing forward his amendment, has appeared to furnith but 
one argument in fupport of the conclufion which he la- 
bours to eftablifh, namely, that there is no power which 
can make the refult of the deliberation, for adjufting the 
reciprocal interefts of. both. countries, effectual, He 
has taken wpon himéelf the. talk of denying to the Par- 
liament of ¢ither kingdony the right of incorporating one 
country with another. If the Parliament of Ireland 
has no right to incorporate itfelf with the Legiflature of 
this Country, without the feofe of the people of Ire- 
land, as little has the Parliament. of Great Britain a 
right.to follow the fame meafure with that of Ireland : 
as little had the Parliament of Scotland a right to agree 
to the terms of the Union which had been effeéted: as 
as little had the Parliament of England a right to ratify 
‘that Union, under which England had fo eminently 
flourifhed, under which our laws and liberties have pro- 
{pered; have been extended and confirmed, in defiance 
of every check and obftacle ; under which Great Bri- 
_ ‘ead increafed in opulence, in power, and glory, and 
me at once the admiration and ‘envy of the 
world. - 
“T cannot devife by what. means, or by what inge- 
nious refources’ the Hon. Gentleman can fapport hae 
ftatement, and it feems that his allies are hitherto un- 
known. ‘I have, however, learnt from the newfpapers 
-that the Hon. Gentleman has at leat one ally ‘a his 
very extraordinary propofition. A certain perfon (Lord

It has.been diltin&ly 
récommended from the Throne, to adopt fuch fahmary 
meafures as might improve and perpetuate a connection 
effential’ to the’ common. fecurity and interefts of both 
countries,’ We only ftated, in conformity to that com- 
munication, the time of laying before the Houfe .the 
materials neceflaty for forming an opinion ; and added 
that’a proper interval would take place before we took 
the fenfe of Patliament. In fhort, the queftion now is, 
thall we, after the expiration of a proper interval, dif- 
cufs and come to a determination on the fubject ; or 
fhall we inthe firft inftance, and in the mere outfet of 
the bafinefs, without taking a juft review of the confi- 
derations on both fides, without entering into the effen- 
tial"points that are connected with, and mult influence 
our decifion, pofitively declare, that the meafure is ei- 
ther uoneceffary to the fecurity and happinefs of Ireland 
or fo impraéticable in its operation, as to prevent any 
hopes of realizing it ? . 

Does Ireland ftand in’ need of a remedy? I have 
heard nothing but complaints of the miférable and dif- 
trefled fituation of Ireland from the Hon, Gentleman 
and his patty for a long time paft. They have aox- 
ioufly ftarted difficalties and raifed objections againft 
evety word that went to extenuate the painful diftreffes 
which they related, | What has the Hon. Gentleman 
now feen in the condition of Ireland to caufe fo materi- 
al an alteration in his opinion? What has he difcover- 
ed to induce him. to retract his declarations, and im- 
prefs‘him with a convi@tion that Ireland is fo fecure, fo 
happy, and fo profperous, as to render every kind of 
remedy unneceflary. 

The evils and‘-calamities with which Ireland is af- 
fliéted lie deep in the fituation of the country. They 
hare to be attributed to the manners of it$ inhabitants, 
to the {tate of the fociety, to the habits of the people at 
latge, to the wniéqual diftribution of ‘property, to the 
want of civilized intercourfe, to the jarring difcord of 
party, and ‘above all, to the prejudices of religious 
feéts.. "The Hons Gentleman fays, weé cannot eure 
them all in @day. If they could be cured fo, they 
might be cured by the Parliament of Irelarid, by Par- 
Tiamentary Reform, or Catholic emancipation. But 
if the deplorable fituation of the country can’ only be 
cured by gradual, fober, and difpaffionate improve-’ 
ment and civilization; if much of it that is juftly 
complained of can only be remedied:by the eirculation 
of capital, by the focial intercourfe naturally flowing 
from improved trade and commerce, by the diffufion 
of focial habits by the- diferimination of liberal fenti- 
ment, by removing party diftractions,-by fuppreffing 
faétious affociations, by allaying hereditary feuds fub- 
fifting between two nations liying in the fame ifland, 
and by the extin@ion of religious prejudices, we mutt 
look to itin the provifions of an- independant Legifla- 
ture. removed from. the immediate feat of thefe evils, 
which fhall not be partial to either party, but the fair 
arbiter and kind parent of both: which ‘hall not be 
liable to local influence, nor be fubjeét to popular in- 
civement, and which fhall be fully competent to make 
head againft the Jawlefs inroads of deftruétive innova- 
tion and anarchy. But where can this gradual and 
effectual” remedy be found, while the Legiflature 
remains in that country, and muft, from the parts which 
compofe it, partake of the fpirit of either party ? 

When the cooneétion with Ireland’ was fomething 
more than a name,when that conneétion was afcertained, 
and the Imperial Parliament of this country exercifed 
a fupremacy over Ireland, it did happen that during the 
narrow policy of Great Britain, influenced by views of 
trade and commercial advantages, tainted and perverted | 
with felfith motives, treated Ireland with partiality and 
neglect, and never looked upon her growth and profpe- 
rity as the growth and profperity of the empire at large. 
—I reprobated that narrow-minded policy, as mifchie- 
vous and pregnant with the moft fatal confequences to 
both kingdoms. Thus a fyftem radically defective ex- 
ifted, but another was fubftituted in its place. . One 
branch, that of the Executive Power, was left the fame 
in both countries 3- but there were alfo left two indepen- 
dent Parliaments without any permanent tie between 
them, and that at a moment when every honelt Eng: 
lifhman and every honeft Irifhmaa fincerely withed the 
connection might be drawn clofer. The countries were 
Jeft in a fituation of:intimacy which the breath of acci- 
dent might.at all times deftroy. It is now the duty of 
both Legiflatures to render their happinefs mutual and 
permanent. 

Having created two diftin& Parliaments equally able 
and competent to decide and di@ate on qneltions of 
peace and war, on all points of tradeand commerce—it 
left them as divided, in all material points about which 


hatrons may conteft, as any two Powers on the Conti- 


nent. That fuch was the iffue of that arrangement can- 
not now be denied,

When the habit of difcufling the foreign rélations of 
the Empire’ fhall take place, might not the Parliamen, 
of Ireland proceed to enquire into treaties and alliances? 
On a fuppofed difference of local intereft, is it impoff. 
ble that the Parliament of Ircland fiould take one 
in giving advice to'the Sovereign, and the Parliamene 
of Great*Britain another? If, in the prefent cop 
the Oppofition were to have as much influent in Ire, 
land: as they fornierly poffeffed, a vote for peace might 
be paffedy and the efforts of Great Britain paralized, 
Might not the Parliament of Ireland in fuch a tafe neye 
tralize its ports, prevent the raifing of reergits for the 
army aud navy, and:flsike a fatal blow at the 
and endanger the exiltence of the empire? Even wish 
regard to the conteft in which we are now flrygolj 
for the deareft and molt valuable confiderations, is there 
not ground for juft alarm? 1 is true, that the inflience 
of the Oppofition party in Ireland has beem tefs predo.

But he mutt 
heartily concur with thofe gentlemen, who, while they 
difplayed an heroifna and loyalty not to be excelled, in’ 
quelling the fate attrocious rebellion, ftitl acknowledged 
with prompt feelings of gratitude, the feafonable and vi- 
gorous aid which the generofity of Great Britain afford- 
ed them,throngh the arden: and voluntary offers of her 
militia, in quitting the appropriate feene. of their domef- 
tic duty, in order to fecure the connexion between this 
and the fifter country. ; ; 

Col. FirzGerarp, member for the county of Cork 
feconded the motion. 
Sir Joun Parwect took aclear, comprehenfive, and 
moit difpaffionate view of the fubie& ot Union, in a 
{peech of confiderable length, in which he contra{ted 
the prefent fituation of this country with the {tate of 
Scotland, in the year 1706, the period ‘when. her Uni- 
on with Great Britain was accomplithed.—This coun- 
try, he ftated, to be highly gifted by nature, and fince 
the emancipation of her trade in the year 1779; but 
peculiarly, fince the eftablithment of her conftitution in 
the memorable year 1782, was proprefhively- rifing to a 
ftate of profperty, which, while it foared beyond all 
hiftorical example, during the time, and within the cir- 
cumftances, by which the ftate cf the country was go- ’ 
verncd, fully evinced the penious, the power, the ca- 
pacity, and vigorons induftry of her people. ,2 

It would be wife in Parliament, before it agreed to 
a permanent adjuftment whith never could be recalled, 
to confider its poflible confequences ; it would be faid, 
that the advantages couinterhalakcen the injuries, ant the 
example of Scotland. would be cited... He did not 
think the application juft. The fituation of Ireland 
and Great Britaia was different from thofe of Scotland 
and England. In the Jatter cafe, a Jaw had been paf- 
fed. in Scotland, ‘by which, after the, death of the 
reigning monarch, the fucceflion to the Crown was to 
pafs into different channels ; while, on the-other hand, 
an aét of the Englith Legiflature had declared: the Scots 
allies, and prohibited all trade between the countries. 
The Union in Scotland was at fir(t. a popular meafure, 
and afterwards by artifice rendered in fome degree un- 
popular, ‘The Scots did not confider the queftion as it 
muft now be confidered, or the operation it fhould have 
on their reprefentatiye rights. Scotland was falling off 
in her commerce ; Ireland is increafing. In Scotland, 
there exifted an abfolute neceflity for Union, or fepara- 
tion mult have followed. Happily, no fimilar neceflity, 
exilted here. 4 

But even in Scotland this Union had direély con- 
trary effects from thofe expected ; for if De Foe be 
credited, the difcontent in that country was fo great 
even in nine years after, during the rebellion of 1715, 
it required a confiderable force to keep down the rab- 
ble of Edinburgh quiet. 
lion in the country: fuerly this was an unmanly def- 
pair? We had proved our power of refiltance, and we 
had no reafon to doubt of its continuance. —But the in- 
vafion of a foreign enemy was to be prevented by U- 
nion! Did any ope fuppofe the enemy would be ter~ 
rified from aluding by Acts of Parliament, or fecured 
from their defigns by, our fchemes of Legiflative U- 
nion. 

The Parliament might, perhaps, farrender. that which 
belonged to itfelf, but how could it furrender that which 
did not belong to it? the rights and privileges of unborn 
pofterity.. As to himfelf,-he had, he faid, given up the 
fituation he held under the Crown,(Chancellor of the 
Exchequer), becaufe ‘he differed’ on this momentous 

ue(tion from minifters; he thought it better to be an- 
Foul for falfe reafonings of his own than bad advice 
to others. 

He had: ated from his feelings, and he was confci- 
ous in himfelf ‘of having the approbation of thofe feel- 
ings ; and finally,. if we could avoid the danger in which 
we ftood, let us accompany our-fafety by the molt cor- 
dial declarations of: affeCion to. Great Britain ; let us 
prove by our aéis that which no'man could deny—that 
there exifted not on earth more loyal men than: the 
Loyalifts .of Ireland. But while we thus conciliated 
the affection of Great Britain, let us do fo by imitat- 
her patriotifm ; let us reply in the language of the foun- 
“ders of Englifh liberty, when called on to make a very 
flight change on their Conftitution. 

“ NOLUMUS LEGES HIBBRNIZ MUTARI.” 


Mr Ticue, after fome diffufé and pertinent obferva- 
tions on the fubject, declared he would not pledge him- 
felf to any meafure of legiflative Union on the idea of 
* confolidating into one fubric the ree of this king- 
* dom and Great Britain ;”’ but if the Houfe thould 
vote the addrefs as it {tands, he would not hefitate to a- 
vow, that however ambiguous the expreflion may be, they 
do ftand pledged to that meafure in the utmoft latitude 
of its conftruétion, and with all its degrading and hor- 
rible confequences in profpeat. . 

Lord CasrrereacH difavowed any direct applica- 
tion of tliat expreffion, to the fabject of ‘a Legillative 
Union between both: countries, but for his own part, 
he would avow” his infufliciency to conceive any. other 
method: than a Legiflative Union, at this awful and uo- 
precedented crifis, of effecting the objec to which that 
expreflion referred, being no more than the general idea 
of {trengthening the’ contection between the fifter 
countries. As he confidered this the only mode by 
which the country could be tranquillized, or the necef- 
fary connection between ‘her anid’ Great-Britain render- 
ed permanent, he would on a future day fubmit to the 
confideration of the -Houfe, the fpecifie propofition 
which he found neceffary to digeft on that fubject. 

Mr Georce Ponsonsy’s lucceeding f{peech lafted 
near two hours. : 

In concluding. prefatory to he motion of an amend- 
ment to the addrefs, he ufed the following emphatic 
words, turning to.the Speaker : ‘© There is one charac- |. 
ter in this affembly to whom I bend with folemn but en- 
thufiaftic.veneration—that is your’s, Sir. This Houfe 
did right when they placed you where you fit ; long 
may you continue there, a prop to the conftitutional 
commercial rights of your country, an orhament to the 
charatteriltic talent of the nation, and a permanent proof 
of the good fortune and fagacity: of thofe who cletted 
you.”’—He then moved the amendment, of which he 
previoufly gave notice, to the following effect : After 
the words in the addrefs, * confolidating into one fabrie 
the power and intere{t of both countries,’ ** Maintain- 
ing inviolate, however, the birth-ight. of our country- 
men, as eftablithed in 1782 by our Parliameat, and ra- 
tified by his Majefty.”’ 

Right Hon. Tuomas Conotry avowed his affent 
to the original addrefs, and his perfect coincidence with 
the meafure of an Union.
